Particu-
larly did he Indorse the value of Inge
ulntion for typhold, by which melns
that great danger to armies in the
fleld hns been practically eliminated
Sir Frederick waw, In fact, abile to state
that not a single Inoculated man had
Had of typhoid In the Pritivh expedl-
tlonary foree, and that there had only
been 212 casén of typhold, with 22
deathe, When we remember the ex.
tent to which t¥phoid prevalled In aur
armies durlng the Hoer wor, when the
conditlons woere probably Infinitely
less provocative of that disease than
those which must necessarily prevail
in prolonged trench flehting, It will be
recognized that Sir Frederiek's cialm
that the exinting sanlinry areange-
ments are anprecodented s Justifed.—
